The Millard school district’s tax 
levy override passed by a wide 
margin Tuesday. 

Sixty-three percent of voters fa- 
vored the override, and 37 percent 
voted against it. 

Superintendent Jim  Sutfin 
summed up the night with one 
word: “relief.” 

During the campaign, he had said 
that if voters didn’t approve the ex- 
tra authority, budget cuts were like- 
ly and would have been deep. 

“Tm grateful. Humbled. I’m over- 
whelmed with the support,” he said.

Mike McDonnell, a Nebraska 
state senator and former Omaha fire 
chief, has been named to the post by 
the federation’s board. The move 
positions McDonnell for possible 
election in February, when local 
AFL-CIO delegates are scheduled to 
vote for a leader to serve the next 
three years. 

Moore plans to stay at the feder- 
ation but in a different role: head- 
ing a new nonprofit called Labor 
United, which will focus on charity 
work and trades education. 

The west-facing perch of 
Moore’s fourth-floor office at 69th 
and Pacific offered a view of busy 
72nd Street, which made Moore re- 
member when it was a two-lane, as- 
phalt-topped road with bumper-to- 
bumper truckloads of cattle, pigs 
and sheep headed to the packing 
houses of his native South Omaha, 
where he got his union start. 

With its huge posters of Cae- 
sar Chavez, Martin Luther King 
Jr. and Bobby Kennedy, the labor 
headquarters seems almost like a 
museum to a bygone era, when la- 
bor unions had more pull than they 
do now. With its many framed pic- 
tures of Moore posing with a Who’s 
Who of America, the place almost

has been president of the Omaha 
Federation of Labor for 40 years.

StratCom can refuse illegal 
nuke order from president 


That would lead to a ‘very 
difficult conversation,’ 
former chief tells Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A re- 
tired Air Force general told the 
Senate on Tuesday that an order 
from President Donald Trump or 
any of his successors to launch nu- 
clear weapons can be refused by 
the top officer at the U.S. Strategic 
Command if that order is deter- 
mined to be illegal. 

During testimony before the 
Foreign Relations Committee, re- 
tired Gen. C. Robert Kehler said 
the U.S. armed forces are obligat- 
ed to follow legal orders, not ille- 
gal ones. Kehler, who served as the 
head of the Strategic Command 


from January 2011 to November 
2013, said the legal principles of 
military necessity, distinction and 
proportionality also apply to deci- 
sions about nuclear weapons use. 
The command would control nu- 
clear forces in a war. 

Sen. Ben Cardin of Maryland, 
the committee’s top ranking Dem- 
ocrat, asked Kehler if that means 
that the Strategic Command could 
deny the president’s order if it 
fails the test of proportionality and 
legality. 

“Yes,” Kehler responded, add- 
ing that such a situation would lead 
to a “very difficult conversation.” 
It might prompt a president to put 
a new general in charge to carry 
out his order, said Brian McKeon, 
a former acting undersecretary 
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
